F. No. 3/8/94-PubFc:—In the passing away 
of Giani Zail Singh on 25th December, 1994, Tndia 
has been deprived of an able Statesman and 
Parliamentarian, a freedom fighter and a humanist 
who served the country with great devotion, dedica¬ 
tion and distinction. 

2. Tall, handsome and immaculately dressed, 
Giani Zail Singh was a firm believer in democratic 
traditions, most unassuming, a God fearing man and 
a true son of the soil, He carved out a distinguished 
niche for himself in Indian public life. 

3. Gaini Zail Singh was bom on May 5, 1916 
in village Sandhwan in Faridkot District in a family 
of artisans which had taken to agriculture. He 
came from the common stock and was born in a mud 
house in a remote village. Stitching clothes, crushing 
stones, ploughing the fields, laying roads, digging 
wells and making swords gave Gianiji a rare insight 
into the psyche of the common man, his problems 
and aspirations. Also, as a form of basic education, 
he studied the Quran, Geeta and Ramayana, besides 
making an intensive study of the Sikh Scriptures. 

4. Displaying precocity from his early childhood, 
Gianiji cultivated literary tastes. By the time most 
of the boys of his age had passed their matriculation 
examination, he had completed the study of Sikh 
Religion, Sikh History and Sikh Scriptures. He 
grew to be a Giani which means a Scholar. He was 
very well versed in Hindi and Urdu. Though not 
well-versed in the nuances of the English language, 
the valuable example which he furnished of the power 
of self help, of patient purpose, resolute working and 
steadfast integrity illustrated the efficacy of self- 
respect and self-reliance in enabling men cf even the 
humblest rank to secure honourable means of liveli¬ 
hood and a solid reputation. 

5. The martyrdom of Bhagat Singh and his 
companions, valiant freedom fighters, on March 23,

16. The story of Giani Zail Singh's ordeals started 
with the setting up of the branch of the All India 
Congress in the State of Faridkot in 1938. The 
Maharaja regarded the opening of the Branch of 
the Congress as a challenge and the man who did it 
as an arch enemy. So it was that Gianiji having 
founded the Congress in the State of Faridkot found 
himself behind prison bars for five years. He was 
kept in solitary confinement throughout his imprison¬ 
ment, Even after his release, Gianiji was harassed 
and he had to spend sometime outside the State. 
During this period, he canvassed support for the 
freedom movement in his State. During the same 
period, he was influenced by Mahatma Gandhi’s 
message of non-violence. 

6. In 1946, Gianiji was back in his State to resume 
the freedom struggle on the lines initiated by Mahatma 
Gandhi - Father of the Nation. The whole State of 
Faridkot rose as one man on the question of hoisting 
the National Flag. But a reign of terror was unleashed 
by the Maharaja. Hearing of this high-handedness 
from Gianiji and some of his own colleagues, Pandit 
Jawahar Lai Nehru decided to visit Faridkot to hoist 
the Tricolour. This brought Gianiji into close contact 
with Panditji and since that day Panditji kept a 
benign eye on the young and promising feeedom 
fighter. 

7. Setting up a parallel Government in Faridkot 
was the most perilous adventure of Giani Zail Singh’s 
struggle for an independent India. Giani Zail Singh 
was held guilty of leading the revolt against the Ra ja’s 
Government and taken into custody. When Faridkot 
State was merged with the State of Patiala and East 
Punjab States Union, Giani Zail Singh made historic 
contributions to the establishment of socio-economic 
justice for farm labourers, small cultivators and tenants 
in his capacity as the Minister for Revenue and 
Agriculture. The conferment of proprietary rights on 
the actual tillers and the abolition of absentee land¬ 
lordism and the legislative steps ensuring security 
of tenancy and the rights of tenants to share the lands 
declared as "surplus” after landceiling, were all due 
to the efforts of Gianiji. 

8. In 1956, Giani Zail Singh became a Member 
of the Rajya Sahhu and the Senior Vice-President 
of the Punjab Pradesh Congress Committee. He 
struggled selflessly to ensure thumping victories for 
the Congress in Punjab in the 1962 Genera] Elections 
to Punjab Vidhan Sabba and the Lok Sabha and was 
taken as a Minister in the Government headed by the 
late Sardar Pratap Singh Kairom During 1962 to 
1972, Giani Zail Singh waged an uncompromising 

"battle against the forces of communalism, reactioi 
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' >d exploitation in Punjab. As President of the 
ijab Pradesh Congress Committee, he was instru- 
tal in achieving a decisive and overwhelming 
r ity for the Congress in the 1971 Lok Sabha 
and the 1972 Punjab Vidhan Sabha polls. 

9. In March, 1972, he was elected unanimously 
by the Punjab Congress Legislative Party to be the 
Chief Minister of Punjab. His reign as Chief Minister 
for more than five years was a period of stability for 
Punjab. Giani Zail Singh accelerated the pace of 
the Green Revolution and industrialisation in the 
State, and strengthened the forces of secularism by 
promoting unity among people of all faiths. Under 
his dynamic stewardship Punjab saw prosperity, 
stability, vitality, unity and solidarity. 

10. With the advent of multiparty governments 
at the Centre and in certain States including Punjab 
towards the middle of 1977, Giant Zail Singh had to 
face difficulties, hardships and harassment. The 
trials and tribulations, however, failed to break his 
spirit or to deprive him of the love of the people. He 
was elected to the Seventh Lok Sabha in January, 
1980, from the Hoshiarpur Constituency in Punjab 
w'ith a thumping majority and became the Home 
Minister in Lhe Government of Tndia in Smt. Indira 
Gandhi’s Cabinet. He brought to the office of the 
Union Home Minister his vast administrative ex¬ 
perience spanning over three decades as Minister in 


PEPSU and Punjab and as the Chief Minister of 
Punjab. He brought the agitating leaders of Assam 
to the negotiating table. He made tireless efforts to 
solve the numerous problems facing the Union Home 
Ministry and contributed significantly to strengthen 
national integration and curbing violence of all types. 

11. He was elected to the highest office of the 
President of India on 15th July, 1982 and was sworn 
in as the Seventh President of India on 25th July, 1982. 
He completed his term as President of India success¬ 
fully on 24th July, 1987. During this period he was 
able to lead the country on the path of progress 
despite challenges from forces obstructing progress. 
He never lost his poise. He was always calm and 
serene. The unity and integrity of India was always 
dear to his heart. 

12. After demitting office as the President of Tndia, 
he continued to lead an active life. He travelled 
incessantly meeting and talking to people and giving 
them his sage advice. His personal life was simple 
and austere. He had a fine sense of humour and was 
a brilliant conversationalist. He loved children. He 
had a marvellous sympathy for the poor and the 
down-trodden. He was a man of destiny who lived 
and died for his country.
